Impact on Social Services 


SANFRANCISCO 一 A hearing 
was held last Thursday，July 17， 
by the State Social Services Ad- 
visory Board to assess the impact 
of refugees on Bay Area social 
Services delivery systems， 

The hearing was attended by 
representatives from 1local social 
service Organizations as Well as 
various refugee resettlement assis- 
tance groups. Two members of the 
11-member State Social Services 


Advisory “Board，appointed by 
Governor Brown and the 
Legislature， also .attended， 


including Ted Carthen, the execu- 
tive officer of the Board. 。 

Carthen described the board's 
function as an “oversight board 
for the Department of Social

The impact of refugees no 
longer eligible for federal funding 
is a traumatic shock on county

According to Carthen，68% of 
Indochinese refugees are single 
males, “There is no way under 
California regulations that they 
can get general assistance,” he 
continued.

We Share the belief of many observers that Reagan 
will respect Bush's view on China, and the Republican 
team will take a responsible position on US-China re- 
lations.

Shortly after the death of Mao Zedong and the 
arrest of his widow and her associates，commonly 
known as the Gang of Four，the people in_ China 


began to speak of the Chairman in a way not exactly 


reverential、 Criticism of the Chairman ， esSpecially his 
role in the chaotic_ Cultural Revolution，appeared 
poldly on big posters for all to see. Many demanded a 
re-examination of his words and deeds, and suggested

The new Chinese officials under the leadership of 
Vice Premier Deng Xiaoping faced a delicate political 
sltuation during the post-Mao years. Understandably 
they could not move too quickly to dismantle the 
Image of Mao，who had been a god-like figure in the 
minds of many. They opted for a cautious approach 
and took gradual steps to bring Mao down to human- 
size. TIhis，among many,-was one of the reasons the 


Chinese leadership decided to eliminate from the 


Constitution the clause which protected the freedo 


to write big posters. Important decisions such as when 


and how to re-examine the role of Mao in history mnust 
be decided by the top leadership，and not by the 
common folks writing posters，SoO it seems. 

Recent news confrms rumors that the Chinese are 
Serious in their attempts to re-write party history and 
to play down Mao's role. Even scholars ffom abroad 
have been invited to give their opinions on the matter. 
Weare gladto see that the Chinese leadership is ready 
to face facts and admit shortcomings of Mao and other 
o 垢 cials, and is more pragmatic in charting future de- 
velopments. We know that unquestioning hero wor- 
Ship had led to the rise of the Gang of Four and the 
calamitous Cultural Revolution. We hope those days

Of that，$9 goes 
directly to the child and the child's 
guardian (mother or other rela- 
tive)，and th remainder goes

Ihe foundation ensures elemen- 
tary and secondary education for 
each child enrolled. Higher educa- 
tion funds are _ usually not pro- 
Vided, but Shade said that in very 
special cases，when an Amerasian 


:child has not been introduced into 


the program:earlier; and appears 
to be a promising student, special 
arrangements have been made. 

Describing the stigma of being 
Amerasian as a “double-edged 
Sword, ”Shade reported that not 
only does the US largely choose to 
ignore these children，but that the 
homeland countries often do the 
same，Careful negotiation and 
explanation is needed to gain the 
permission of Asian governments， 
he said, and the foundation must 
hold to its original purpose. 


GRANTS 

Abuse of the “pitiful > 
image.by charitable organizations 
has prompted some governments 
to limit the number of children 
available for adoption or immiig- 
ration. Shade said that South 
Korea has indicatedq that as “of 


1981, no more full-blooded Kor-- 


ean children，even those on the 
poverty level， will be available for 
overseas ”adoption， Amerasian 
children will remain excluded 
from this policy. 

On the local level，foundation 
Workers also try to identify 
government services _ available to 
these Amerasian children， and 
then try to“plug”them into the 
appIOPprIiate agencies. 

In 1979，the - foundation re- 
ceived two grants from the Agency 
for International Development.

Shade said that the foundation 
would like to reopen its Program 
in Vietnam，which was closed in 
that growing 
resentment against Amerasian 
children and their Vietnamese 
mothers may prompt another boat 
exodus this summer. 


The Vietnamese dqelegate to the 
United Nations gave Shade an 
estimate of around 15,000 Amer- 
asian children in and around Ho 
Chi Minh City (Saigon)，Shade 
contends that the “Vietnamese 
government has repeatedqly“soft- 
shoed” the Prospect of resuming 


the program，and has asked for. 


additional development programs 
as Well， As eager as Shade is to 
Treopen the program，he saidq he 
does not want the foundation to 
become a “pawn” in such politics， 

Bill Kurtis，in a New YorK 
Ti7es ”Magazine article dated 
March 2, described his experiences 
during a recent visit to Vietnam 
When over a hundred letters were 
given to him by mothers eager to 
relocate the childqren's fathers. 
These Amerasian children are very 
visible， he said, and are often the 
target for jeers，The government 
likewise bans them from schools， 
and their mothers are subject to 
governImental discrimination that 
has denied many food rations and 
legitimate jobs， 

According to Kurtis，there are 
9,000，Ppersons 雇 - Vietnam for 
whom petitions have already been 
filed and approved by the Immig- 
ration and， Naturalization Ser- 
vice，but the ， Vietnamese are

Shade said that the Hong Kong 
government is _ still reluctant to 
allow more agencies to operate， 
fearing they will attract more 
refugees to _ the already over- 
crowded colony， 


Ascandal in 1969 resulted in the 
resignation of the foundation's 
President who maintained his 
innocence，The foundation has 
maintainedq its programs，how- 
ever, and has regained its previous 
standing. Shade hopes that one 
day America will take Tesponsibil 
ty for this human rights issue that 
has been created by its own 
Citizenis，
